Substantial increasing in the annual 
rates for telephones, both rural and 
urban are likely to be brought into 
effect this year by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment if present indications are 
borne out by action. It is proposed to 
increase rural rental from $24 to $30 
annually and in the case of Calgary 
residence phones from $30 to $36 a 
year, and business sm-vices from $60 
to $70. In Lethbridge^he rates would 
be advanced on the same rental basis 
of 50c a month. 

The interim payment by the Alber¬ 
ta wheat pool will, it is understood, 
be made not later than March 15. 
There is a possibility it will be made 
earlier, although it cannot be stated 
from any official source that such will 
be the case. Last year the interim 
was made about March 15, and /from 
what can be gathered, this will he the 
approximate date fixed for thi« year. 
The amount of money that will be 
put into circulation will he consider¬ 
able, and conies at a most opportune 
time so far as storekeepers through¬ 
out the province are concerned. Last 
year an interim payment of ton cents 
was paid on 34,192.805 bushels, which 
amounted to $3,419,280. It would "not 
come as a surprise if between five and 
six million dollars were received by 
the pool farmers.

POST OFFICE BUSINESS 

The record of the postal service of 
Canada in the fiscal year ending with 
March 31, 1924, just laid before Par¬ 
liament, does not suggest that the 
'much talked of depression-had notable 
effect on the business of the post of¬ 
fice. Again, in the transportation of 
mail matter and in the banking fea- 
, tures of the service, including the re¬ 
ceipt of deposits and the transfer of 
money, more was done in 1923-24 than 
in the preceding twelve months. The 
revenue fell slightly. The net amount 
was $29,109,491, which was $152,740 
less than in the preceding year. The 
expenditure did not decline. It 
amounted tew $28,305,936, an increase 
of $511,435. The receipts include a 
sum estimated at $8,573,262 on ac¬ 
count of war tax, collected through 
the one cent extra on letters, etc., pas- 
siri"g through the mails,^o that the sur¬ 
plus of $794, 555 of receipts over ex¬ 
penditure is more than offset, and, but 
for the war tax collected five years af¬ 
ter the war has ceased there would 
have been a deficit on the year’s op¬ 
erations of $7,778,707; and this with¬ 
out allowing anythinng for rent of 
postal buildings in the large cities, 
which are not owned by the Govem- 
. ment. It is noted that Toronto ranks 
/--jfirst in postal business. It reports a 
postal revenue in 1923-24 of $6,104,788 
The other cities that show over a mil¬ 
lion dollars are,Montreal with $3,683,- 
861, Winnipeg with $2,985,057 and 
Vancouver with $1,107,204. 

COST FARMERS BIG LOSS 

Last year 247,420 bushels of wheat 
we re discounted an average of 10c a 
bushe.l on account of smut—a. loss of 
$24,742. This represents only the loss 
in price of marketed wheat. A great¬ 
er loss, which cannot be calculated, oc¬ 
curred in reduced yields, where smut 
took the place of good grain in the 
heads. These figures also do not-cover 
the loss on oats and barley which was 
also heavy. All this loss of good mon¬ 
ey and crops could have been prevented 
by the use of formaldehyde in treat¬ 
ing the seed grain before sowing. 
This is a simple and inexpensive oper¬ 
ation and has become standard prac¬ 
tice amongst the most successful far¬ 
mers and the agricultural colleges.

Hogs—Calgary market active dur¬ 
ing week, with good competition and 
Wednesday’s thick smooths at $10.40

Sheep—Receipts light at Calgary 
and prices on sales somewhat lower 
with lambs $14, yearlings $11 and 
ewes $8.50; others graded down ac¬ 
cording to quality. 

Grain—Prices have recovered from 
the low level which was touched last 
week,) but there is the usual irregular¬ 
ity in daily quotations and the general 
opinion in the trade that prices are go¬ 
ing to average high for this crop. 

Butterfat—Alberta quotations are 
now generally on a 30c basis for the 
special grade at centrals and 30c at 
country .creameries; producing show¬ 
ing some increase now. Creamery 
Butter—Prices unchanged but all mar¬ 
kets weak and with poor prospects of 
market keeping up for any length of 
time. Dairy Butter—Weakness shown 
in creamery stock will be reflected in 
this make. Cheese—Market steady 
and firm. - 

Eggs—Alberta production increas¬ 
ing and dealers now getting some cas¬ 
es which are worth 40c per dozen and 
from now receipts will gradually in¬ 
crease; coast eggs are also declining, 
which will assist in lowering our mark¬ 
et. Poultry—Prices unchanged and 
market slow. 

Potatoes—Market weaker again and 
A grade at Calgary not bringing over 
$38; quite a lot of eastern potatoes 
offering. 

Hay—Though no great rush is re¬ 
ported in the trade, there is steady 
movement and some of the southern 
districts well_cle$ned of surplus.

They include 
six palatial passenger liners, several 
deep-sea tugs, some small freighters 
and three large freight steamers. 

1 ariners and Indians coming to 
Kamsack, Sask., report seeing deer 
that have shed their horns, and in a 
number of cases the shed horns have 
been seen. This is said to be a month 
to six weeks earlier than usual and in¬ 
dicates an early break in the weather 
and an early spring. 

A host of people are looking for¬ 
ward to the tenth of June with joyous 
anticipation. They figure it surely will 
mean the end of the deluge of letters 
in the daily papers on church union. 

Dr. Saunders, whose name is identi¬ 
fied with Marquis wheat, has. been giv¬ 
en an annuity of $5000.00 per year. 
The recognition of this man’s services 
is somewhat tardy and has the approv¬ 
al of all. 

Official announcement came last 
week of the intention of the Utah-Ida- 
ho Sugar Company to erect a beet sug¬ 
ar factory at Raymond, south of Leth¬ 
bridge, on which $1,000,000 will be 
spent. The factory will have a capaci¬ 
ty of 1,000 tons of beets daily and will 
employ about 250 hands. The com¬ 
pany states that other sugar factories 
will be erected in Alberta as demand 
warrants. The coming year’s beet 
crop is expected to reach 100,000 tons. 

The pen of White Wyandotte hens 
owned by the Provincial Department 
of Agriculture and entered in the sixth 
egg laying contest conducted by the 
experimental farm at Lethbridge, is 
leading all other contestants with a 
wide margin. At the week ending 
February 13, the Alberta Departments 
pen had a to^d score of 682 for the 
contest, the next nearest ranking pen 
being that of T. Edwards^of Edmon¬ 
ton, with a score of 494. 

Colonel J. K. Cornwall recently re¬ 
ceived the contract for moving buff¬ 
alo from Wainwright to the Hay river 
district, north of the Peace River. The 
animals will bo* transported by the 
Canadian National Railways to Water¬ 
ways, on the Athabaska river near 
Fort McMurray, when they will be 
taken down the Athabaska river by 
boat to a point beyond Lake Athabas¬ 
ka, where they will be turned loose to 
mix with the herd of wood buffalo 
which ranges in that part of the coun¬ 
try. Severqj. thousand head will be 
moved from Wainwright during the 
next five years, as the herd there is 
now so large that the annual increase 
exceeds the grazing possibilities of the 
park. . 

Noiseless Aeroplane is being devel¬ 
oped in Great Britain. Experiments 
have been going on for some time, and 
by a new device, it is said, the exhaust 
gases can be permitted to escape 
noiselessly without interfering with 
the lifting power or speed of the plane. 
By the increasing use of internal brac¬ 
ing, noise caused by the rush of wind 
through the wires and framework can 
be avoided, and it is said a noiseless 
propeller has been devised by an in¬ 
genius arrangement of gears attached 
to the engine. Apart from its value 
in warfare the development will, it is 
said, remove one of the greatest incon¬ 
veniences to passengers in civilian aer¬ 
ial transportation—the passenger be¬ 
ing no longer deafened by the roar of 
the engines.
